In one of our ex changes the dairy 
commissioner (d' Wiscoii?in is credit­ 
ed w ith the slalcmerit t ha t the aggre­ 
gate ex penditure of the people of the 
United States for food product^, ex ­ 
clusive of meats, is $ 1 ,1).‘)0,0 0 0,0 0 0. 
Tliia is the nation's annual groc» TV 
hill. ' 
T he commissioner estimates 
t ha t there are in round n um b ers 15,- 
(>UO,l>00 families in this country, an d 
lie g^cts $1,950.000,000 total b y m ul ­ 
tiplying the n um b e r of families b y 
$130, w hich he estimates is tiie sum 
annually sj^ent b y each of the iam i- 
iies for groceries. 
At $130 a year each family is cred­ 
ited willi an ex |H nditiire of $2.3‘3 a 
week for groceries, which seems 
a 
very low estimate. P e rhaps three dol­ 
lars a week would b e neaVerthe raark, 
a n d if we start with t ha t average we 
get a yearly b ill of $15G for each f a m ­ 
ily a n d a total of $2,310,000,000 for 
the whole country. 
A generation ago sugar eonstitated 
nearly onc-fourtb of the grocery sales 
of the coiiritry, hut to-day, owing to 
the wonderful increase hi the trade 
of canned goods and grocers’ special­ 
ties, the staple occupies a greatly i n ­ 
ferior rank, its sales b eing perhaps no 
more than one-twelfth of the total 
sales of groceries.
